10 trucks and 10 horse carts are used to transport foodstuffs and ammunition 
from caves to the front. 


3, All supplies are transported from Chian, Manchuria, to Pyoro-dong (126-15, hi-08) 
(BA~6957) where stored; then transported south via Huich’on (126-17, }0-20) 
(BV-6968), Tokch'on (126-18, 39-5) (BV-6903, Songeh'on (126-13, 3915) (BV-601,8) :
